A Silk rjnJertkrcad nnd Only a Thin Gold 


Coating.

The thread of which gold Inceismade 


consists of a deep yellow or orange col- 
ored silk, gilded in euch a manner that 
it retains sufficient flexibility to under- 
go the operation of weaving. 
This ia 


effected by a process called "flbar plat- 
ing," carried out in the follovcing man- 
ner: A rod of silver is gilded by simply 
pressing and burnishing leaves of gold 
upon it. 
This gilded silver ia then 


drawn through a series of holes of de- 
creasing diameter into a -wire so fine 
that ono ounce is extended the length 
of 1,500 yards. 
It is then flattened bo- 


tween polished steel rollers nud further 
extended, so that a mile and a quarter 
•weighs but one ounce. For this last 
drawing the wire is passed throufih 
ruby dies. 
The film of gold upon the 


flattened wire is much thinner than 
beaten gold leaf and has frequently been 
quoted as an example of the divisibility 
of matter, one inch of the wire contain- 
ing but the eighty-millionth part of.au 
ounce of gold, while one ounce of gold 
covers more than 100 miles of wire. 
This flattened gilded wirs is then wound 
over the silk so as to inclose it com- 
pletely and produce an apparently gold- 
en thread. It is estimated that 250,000 
ounces of gold thread are annually made 
in Great Britain,

Reform unity embodies, in my opin- 


on, the greatest need of tba day. 
And 


he object should not te difficult to at- 
ain, Eicco'we all flght against the same 
fundamental evils. .We may not appre- 


-thorn -with the same relative im- 


wrtanoe, or/we may not seo all their es- 
isoial oonnocbions to the deplorable re- 
Bults •vvo dosire to suppress, but whnfc of 
;hat? Are wo not in the- presenca of a 
common enemy? And is not that enemy 
strong because of its unity against all 
reform processes worthy of the name? 
That enemy of ours is not opposed 'but 
strongly attached to all trifling reforms 
that us such shall be conducive to per- 
petuate all basio evils, to patch up that 
Bnn civilization that gives wealth and 
power to the few, poverty and oppres- 
sion to tho rest. And that ia just the 
[unction of allnonfundamentnl reforms, 
to delay substantial progress, to keep ua 
lingering in a sort of masked barba- 
rism. Tobesurp, there is a way to march 
Soward a grand final reform by small 
stops, if. .wo are forced to do that, but 
wo should start with the final object in 
vibw and should keep it in view,'should 
accept it as tho guide, 'the north star of 
all our processes. 


The men who are simply "in favor of 


trifling, reforms are really tha worst en- 
emiea of all that is grand and noble, be- 
cause of their apparently working for 
the good of the race. Is not the eeli 
righteous Pharisee tho worst sinner, as 
a matter of fact? Tho motto of suoh men 
seoms to be that of Louis XIV—after us 
the deluge. They don't even consider 
that tha delnge may catch their children 
or grandchildren. They never look back 
into history. They forget that versa of 
their own Bible about the sins of the fa- 
thers reacting on the following genera- 
tions. 


It is a well established faot that no 


important battles are ever won with- 
out o certain degree of strategy."1 And 
that applies to tho battles of mind and 
thought, to battles through peaceful 
processes, tha only ones productive of 
final good. The bottles involving vio- 
lence may solve a certain problem by 
simply producing Q new one, fresh evils 
taking the place of those we may have 
suppressed. 
It seema to us "that the 


strategy of reformers should rest on that 
beautiful sentence of the Grand fieform- 
er, "Be wise as serpents nnd harmless 
as doves." And we can only be wise in 
unity, tha unity •which is harmless be- 
cause it 
aims at universal Justice 


through ethical procassas. As long, as 
we fail in that unity we shall fight a 
losing battle nnd shall deserve our fate. 


It stands to reason that plutocratio 


unity can only be overcome by reform 
unity. The former rests on a certain 
principle, to ba attained through certain 
specific means. And what is the princi- 
ple? The rapid acquisition'of wealth pro- 
duced by others. 
And what are the 


moans to accomplish that? Laws of 
privilege, of monopoly in all directions, 
of esolusivism, of might over right, and 
hence the denial of universal ecraity, the 
silent assumption that nature gives 
wealth to the smart and the cunning and 
seldom anything but poverty, absolute 
or relative, to the plain, honest worker. 


Tha principle and the means of our 


plutocracy proclaim the means and prin- 
ciple by which we reformers should 
abide in our own unity, the unity that 
alone can carry us into victory. And 
such principle and means should be the 
reverse of what plutocracy stands by. .In 
opposition to wealth for the few, ws 
want wealth for all, enough anyhow for 
tha full-development of each one of us, 
that all' of us may attain the joys and 
manhood for which a wise Creator haa 
placed us on earth. 


The procBss by whioh that conception 


can bo carried put must of course be tha 
opposite of that by whioh wealth flows 
into the hands of tho.few at the.expenso 
of the many. .We have then to resort to 
the law of equal rights as the reverse 
of laws of privilega . That law of equal 
rights we must apply to all our indus- 
trial ramifications, to land, money and 
transportation, to all production and all 
commerce. And that alone shall give 
ns free men in place of wage slaves. 
That alone shall free us all from tribute 
in Umd rents, in interest, in monopoly 
profits, in gambling combinations, by 
which 1 or 2 per cent of the nation, 
perhaps even less, really dictate to the 
rest the conditions on which we shall 
live aud shall die. 


All the above implies a radical'ohange 


in tho fundamental laws of todpy and 
ever before, because men and nations 
have always been ruled as we are ruled 
today. . It is worse today on account of 
"that law in nature by which evils in- 
crease in proportion to population and 
wealth as long as such evils are al- 
lowod to remain among us,.and that 
law of growth in fundamental evils is 
not impaired through any incidental re- 
forms. All human history proves that. 


Perhaps one of the most transcendent 


teachings of that history ia. an intense 
dislike against tha law of equal rights 
on .tho part of all delegated legislative 
bodies. We should then familiarize our- 
selves with tha need.of marching toward 
direct legislation by the people. .Our 
conviction is that plutocracy shall, al- 
ways ba on top, through the instrumen 
tality of delegated legislative bodies, in 
this nation of burs anyhow. It ia so, big 
and so rich; our nation I It offers so 
many temptations to human greed, and 
that greed has taken possession of most 
of us to such an extent! 
. . . 


In future articles I zany, indicate the 


processes by which we could approach 
our above desideratum. In the inean- 
whilo let us unite on .war to the knife 
agaiiist the political-oligarch which so 
thoroughly controls the two old parties.

Been Steadily Crowing. 


Failures Due to Violation of tlie True Principles 


of Co-operation—The Business Must be Fed on 
the Profits—At Least Such are the Views of an 
Investigator.

Thus the ] 
savings are constantly invested in the i 
business, and it is this feeding on profits 
tha; gives co-operation capital and sta- 
bility. 


In co-operative production TVS find 


tha; cheese factories and creameries for 
tho manufacture of butter are an estab- 
lished success. Of 150 creameries in 
>>ew England, 80 per cent ars co-opera- 
tive. In tho central and -western states 
one-fourth of the -whole nnmber are so. 
la tha northwestern and middle states 
one-half of the cheese factories are co- 
operative. Sixty per cent of the cheese 
made in factories in the United States is 
the product of co-operative effort. 
The 


significance of these statements is seen 
if -we add that tho dairy production of 
the United States is annually 610,000 
tons, or about one-third of the -world's 
product, end that our exports for 1SS9- 
92, inclusive, -were 75,437,330 pounds of 
butter and 3-i-l, 609, D78 pounds of cheese, 
a total value of more than £39,000,000. 
At lease one-half of this valna Yfas the 
result of co-operation. 


Co-operative manufacturing is the 


mcst difficult farm of co-operation, yet 
J have the statistics of 40 such establish- 
ments in this country, the managers of 
•which speak of the system in praise. 


But co-operation in the United States 


has Tvonitsmosc signal success in build- 
ing and loan associations. Originating 
in Philadelphia in 1831, they are now 
to be found in most of the northern arid 
western states. In Pennsylvania the peo- 
<p!a hare saved through them 560,000,- 
000. Ifearly 100,000 homes in Philadel- 
phia have thus been paid for. Commis- 
sioner Wright says that, though tho av- 
erage age of all these associations is but 
6.3 years, there are in the United States 
5,833 of them, vrith 1,745,725 share- 
holders, having net assets of $450,667,- 
694. The total profits have been §80,- 
604,116. 
He estimates that by . this 


agency these have built in this country 
nearly 400,000 horaes. Bradstreat:s re- 
ports that the aggregate resources of 
these co-operative saf ings associations j 
of the country are nearly 60 per cent of 
tha entire assets of all state, saving, 
loan and trust companies and private 
banks and bankers from -which reports 
•svere received in 1S90. Their deposits 
•were less than 10 per cent belovc those 
of the national banks and were more 
tasm twice as large as the total capital 
Btock of the national banks. With this 
true after an average life of a little 
more, than six years, what will happen 
when this new form of co-operation gets 
its growth throughout tie Union? 


Eev. "W. W. Boyd of the Second Bap- 


tist church of St. Louis has been deliv- 
ering a series of lectures on socialism 
and kindred subjects. Recently he pre- 
sented the results of a careful investi- 
gation of, together -with his views on, 
the subject of co-operation. Among oth- 
er things he said: 


Recent figures hava reached me show- 


ing the results of distributive co-opera- 
tion in Great Britain and making a 
much fuller 
exhibit 
Tha English 


"wholesale" annual business is novf 
§50,000,000 a year. Tho total of there- 
porting co-operative stores is §250,- 
000,000, the profits, in excess of inter- 
est, .$25,000,000 plus, the membership 
1,400,000 plus. The total trade of co- 
operative stores in Great Britain from 
ISClto 1890, inclusive,was?2,743,430,- 
440, and tho profits in excess of inter- 
est; §233,059,490. 


Let us now take a rapid glance at co- 


operation in the United States. 
The 


Puritan settlements gave a -practical 
training in tha spirit of co-operation, 
and in the first industry, that of the 
fisheries, tho form of co-operation fol- 
lowed "which has continued, especially 
in Maine, to the present. Brook Farm, 
Hopedala and other associations in the 
decade of 1840-50 were communistic 33 
•well as co-operative, and therein lay 
their weakness. Tho Workmen's Pro- 
tective union, 1850, the Patrons of In- 
dustry or the Grange and similar organ- 
izations, though co-operative, failed be- 
cause they did not grasp the true prin- 
ciple of co-opeiation. Ye tout of the ex- 
perience, agitation and education of 
those 40 years the principles of true co- 
operation are beginning to ba under- 
stood and put in practico. 


The popular notion of a co-operative 


Btora hns been for a few persons to sub- 
scribe a small capital, buy ac tha low- 
est -wholesale prices a stock of goods 
and sell them to tho members at cost 
and perhaps on credit, thus cutting the 
prices of retail traders. The faiiuro of | 
so many so called co-operative stores in 
this country is duo to this total miscon- 
ception of what co-operation is. The 
same thing occurred in England for half 
a century, until in 134-1 the Rochdale 
weavers discovered the true principle 
that must lie at the basis of ail success- 
ful co-operative enterprise—naruely, the 
feeding of co-operation cm its profits. 
The principal features of the EcchJale 
system, -which baa proved successful \ 
wherever adopted, are these: Er.ch mem- 
ber of tha co-operative society is limit- 
ed to one voto in choosing directors to 
conduct the business. Only goods of 
standard quality and in constant de- 
mand are bought. All goods are sold for 
cash, no credit being given, at tho reg- 
ular retail prices. A record is kept of

J.ETT FORK, April 1.— A moat mysteri- 


ous murder was dlscoveredr-shorfcly after G 
o'clock yesterday morning.' The victim 
In cfais case was a young colored woman, 
whose 
dismembered body Traa found 


wrapped in pieces of carpeting and par- 
tially hidden from view In che area of the 
bolldlng of the Naw York Bank Note com- 
pany. How long the ghastly remains had 
been lying Cbere Is not known. As yet the 
police have no clew to she person or per- 
sons who deposited the bundle there. 


The body was found almost at cha same 


time by Joseph Phillips and Patrolman 
Kismare. The handle, In which the remains 
were found, was bound at either end with 
pieces oE clothesline, leaving the middle 
porcion somewhat loose. Patrolman Kis- 
mare put his hand Inside and drew out 
the lower part of a human leg. Then ha 
tnew that murder had been commicted. 
The remains were taken to the station 
house on a stretcher. 


The body proved to be that of an un- 


known colored woman between 21 and 23 
yeiirs o!d. Around her neok was tied in a 
donblejknot a long piece of cheese cloth. 
This had been tied so tightly that It hud 
caused strangulation and had forced the 
tongue to protrude from the mostL, sad 
the hands had been tied across her breast 
with a stiona place of cord by means of a 
slipknot. He legs had been cut off just 
above the knees and one of them lay on 
the top of the body with its foot toward 
her head, while the other was found un- 
derneath the body. Both members had 
been hacked off with a sharp ax or a 
butcher's cleaver, and pieces of ragged 
skin and flesh were hanging from the dis- 
membered legs. 


Body Almost Stripped. 


The only clothing the woman had on 


were a chemise and chemisette of white 
material. 
TVhen these were removed, a 


gaping wound, nine inches long, and 
which penetrated to the bone, was dis- 
closed Just above the right thigh. 


The stuff In which the body was wrapped 


was composed of an old brown table cover, 
a piece of carpet and an old rug. In the 
bundle thera was found a. piece of note 
paper. On this paper was a clot of blood 
and written in pencil these words, so far 
as they could be made out: 


"March S3, Rawway, N. J., James (or 


Jane) E. Snilndell, Rawway, £T. J." 
Be- 


neath was the word "Solomon" and also 
the word "brother," while the word 
"ditto" was written between them. 


Deputy Coroner Donlin decided that tha 


cheese cloth with which the woman had 
been choked was the direct cause of death. 
The other mutilations, he said, had been 
made after death had come. There was 
nowhere to be found any evidence of a 
struggle on the part of the woman. 


It is the opinion o£ tho police that the 


woman is a member of that class of col- 
ored women who live on streets running 
out of SLMh avenue and gain their liveli- 
hood as women of che town. They do not 
attempt to explain tha motive of tha 
crime.
